When we asked His Excel¬ 
lency about the spiritual problems of 
Jatai, which is near Brasilia, he re¬ 
sponded that the most pressing one was 
the scarcity of priests. “It seems,’’ he 
said, “that the Church had been aban¬ 
doned.” He was working to rectify this 
by requisitioning ten percent of the 
Major Orders of the Church to instruct 
and assist the people. He also men¬ 
tioned the prophecy of St. John Bosco, 
which generally states that there will 
arise in the jungles of South America a 
bulwark of the Faith. Today there stands 
in the Capital of Brazil, an inspiring 
Cathedral which embraces the city. 
Whether this is the fulfillment of the 
prophecy, His Excellency didn’t specify. 
“But if Brasilia is a bulwark of the 
Faith,” said the Bishop jokingly, “then 
I must be one too.” With that we

The last ten years have been wit¬ 
ness to the most fantastic gains in the 
field of education in the history of 
mankind. The standard means of edu¬ 
cation, textbooks and lectures, are fast 
being replaced by modern recorders 
which make study very simple for 
those who wish to learn. 

The typewriter, considered standard 
by us, is a far cry from the primitive 
means of communication used by man 
for over five-thousand years. The papy¬ 
rus scroll used by the Egyptians was 
one of the first means of written com¬ 
munication, and no advances were 
made in this field for thousands of 
years until the invention of the print¬ 
ing press. Even this great advance, 
however, did not bring with it immedi¬ 
ate chances for the education of the 
masses because of the great expense 
involved in printing a book. The be¬ 
ginning of industrialization in the 
centuries following the invention, how¬ 
ever, gave rise to the rapid increase in 
both the number and circulation of 
books as a result of the decreased 
costs of printing. 

The American Educational System 
had its roots established in the 1 800’s 
with the founding of the Massachu¬ 
setts Public School System. Free edu-

' 2 'body Miracle.' 

“Daily Miracle,” a half-hour motion 
picture of the behind the scenes job 
of transporting more than six million 
New York City passengers a day, is now 
available to civic groups, schools, busi¬ 
ness organizations, service associations 
and similar units in the Metropolitan 
area, it was announced by the New 
York City Transit Authority. 

It will also enable viewers to witness 
scenes in tunnels, repair shops and 
other areas that they normally do not 
visit, according to Charles L. Patter¬ 
son, TA chairman. The film was in¬ 
itiated in January of this year. It will 
serve as a vehicle for informing the 
system’s thirty-five thousand employ¬ 
ees of the vast, over-all intricate 
mechanism of the subway and bus 
system which would cost an estimated 
six billion dollars to replace. 

“This is more than just a fact film,” 
Mr. Patterson said. “It has built-in 
human interest centering around the 
lives of five passengers, strangers to 
each other, who find themselves taking 
the same subway train. They are a 
secretary, a nurse, student, steel worker 
and a banker. The picture provides 
an inside view of what it takes to run 
a subway and bus system and lets the 
viewers know what goes on in the shops 
and yards after the passenger leaves 
the system after the rush hour. Com¬ 
missioners Joseph E. O’Grady and 
Joseph F. Periconi join in inviting all 
organizations to see this “Daily Mira¬ 
cle” in transporting millions a day.

cation increased rapidly as the new 
territories provided for public school 
systems and soon the image of the 
Little Red Schoolhouse began. Little 
had changed in the curriculum of the 
schools for a century, with the three 
R’s being the principal subjects taught. 
The coming of the atomic age saw the 
great need for more advanced courses 
and teaching methods. Hence the 
movement toward machine education 
became prevalent. Education by 
machine can be one of the most effec¬ 
tive ways of learning, if it is used 
properly. As a help in mastering lan¬ 
guages and difficult sciences it can¬ 
not be surpassed. Educational experts, 
for example, say that our new language 
lab is the apex in educational aids. 

The danger of the increased use of 
machines lies in the possibility of their 
being used where they are not feasible. 
No machines can teach a man philoso¬ 
phy, theology, or an appreciation of 
great literature; these are gained only 
by the use of the mind. When a man 
learns only by constant repetition with¬ 
out the use of the thinking facilities 
that God gave him, he becomes nothing 
more than a machine himself. 

The end result of too much reliance 
by students on machines may be sum¬ 
med up in the last sentence of George 
Orwell’s Animal Farm “ . . . and as he 
looked from one to the other he 
couldn’t tell the difference between 
the two.”

Prep’s Language Lab 
Finest In The City 

The Saint Francis Preparatory Language Laboratory is one of the finest lan¬ 
guage laboratories in the educational world. There may be a few systems which 
contain more student positions, but there is no laboratory which is more replete 
with electronic and audio-visual aids. 

The LINGUA Trainer language laboratory system at Saint Francis is patterned 
upon a remote control system. It includes forty-five student positions with eight 
Master Channels, with provisions for either one or two instructors to conduct an 
entire class or separate classes with dual controls for starting and stopping tapes 
and remote release switch. The laboratory also comprises a Rek-O-Kut Turntable, 
an Ampex master tape recorder, a Kalart 16mm sound projector, a Bausch & 
Lomb 35mm automatic remote slide projector, an amplifier and tuner, an A.B. 
Dick duplicating machine, a Projecto-screen, and a remote control teacher sound 
booth. 

In addition, to enhance the performance of the language laboratory the entire 
classroom was furnished with acoustical soundproofing tile, two 2 ton air condi¬ 
tioning units, a specially designed teacher’s desk, plus five remote control switches 
installed at strategic points in the room. 

The LINGUA Trainer allows the student to listen to a Master Tape; and then 
to listen again, comparing his response with the Master. The teacher can listen 
to, or converse with, any student or group of students, over a two-way Intercom 
System, making corrections at once or at a later time as preferred. 

The flexibility of the system allows students to operate as individuals, as a 
single class, as groups, or as multiple classes. Many different individuals can be 
instructed simultaneously on different subjects or phases of the same subject by 
switching each student to the appropriate Master Tape. 

Faster students can be given advanced material to be covered at their own 
rate of speed, while at the same time, other students are progressing more slowly. 
Monitoring and correcting can be accomplished at anytime through the Intercom 
System. Although designed for foreign language teaching, the equipment is also 
being used for history, drama, speech, and English instruction.

Last January, Brother Timothy, O.S. F., shared a table with two good friends. 
One was the Chairman of the Prep Language Department, Brother Brendan, O.S.F., 
the other was the Administrative Director of the Supreme Court of Kings County, 
James V. Mangano. 

The occasion was an informal gathering to which the Director brought the 
approbation of the Borough of Brooklyn. Following much discussion concerning 
the improvement of the facilities of the Language Department, it was decided 
that there would be a monetary campaign to establish an ultra-modern language 
lab for the enhancement of linguistics in St. Francis Prep. To Director Mangano, 
the bulk of the task fell, and he executed it in that same superlative manner 
that has characterized his life. 

Mr. Mangano is that rare person, a self-made man who has risen to great 
heights; a determined individual who will fight for principle; an entire man at 
peace with himself. 

Born in Brooklyn in 1905, he attended the City’s Public Schools, New York 
Preparatory, the University of the State of New York, and concentrated on Public 
Service Training at Syracuse University. Following his marriage in 1920, he and 
his bride took up residence on Union Street from where his amazing success 
would emanate. 

From 1935 to 1937, he served as a member of the New York State 
Assembly and was then elected Sheriff of Kings County, which post he held until 
the Second World War. Mr. Mangano, winning by an overwhelming plurality, was 
the youngest person ever to occupy the Office of Sheriff. Certainly, his most im¬ 
portant achievement as Sheriff, was his courageous attack on the leading figures 
of Murder Inc. which crumbled under his siege. The next dozen years witnessed 
Mr. Mangano’s apprenticeship as Secretary of the Supreme Court, after which he 
commenced his many terms on the bench; Surrogate Justice, Appellate Justice 
and Chairman of the Board of Justices of the Supreme Court to 1954. 

Director Mangano’s dauntless character has been commended by both Cath¬ 
olics and Jews alike. This was exemplified when, in the same week, he received 
a citation from the Brith Sholom, in recognition of his charitable and humane 
endeavors during his many years of public service, and a citation and plaque 
from the Grand Council of the Columbia Association of the Civil Service Em¬ 
ployees of the City of New York. 

In Our Lady of Peace Roman Catholic Church, he is highly esteemed, 
especially for his position as Captain of the New York State Guard, as was evi¬ 
denced by a plaque for aid to disabled Veterans that was awarded to him by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

Politically, Mr. Mangano has been a Democratic State Committeeman 
and Delegate to the Democratic National Presidential Convention. He has intro¬ 
duced into the Legislature many bills seeking to thwart juvenile delinquency, 
and has been commended by the late President, Franklin D. Roosevelt, for this 
work during the Thirties. 

Because of his remarkable administrative ability and a deep knowledge and 
comprehension of Judicial Administration, the Board of Justices elected him the 
Administrative Director and General Clerk of the Supreme Court of Kings County 
in which capacity he is currently serving. 

Only recently, he was authorized by the Board of Justices to make a quasi¬ 
official visit to the European Courts. Upon his return he submitted an informal 
report of his visit and was highly commended by the Chairman of the Board of 
Justices, and the Bar Association of the State of New York. 

Director Mangano, when asked by the former Principal of St. Francis Prep 
to head a financial campaign, accepted this burdensome task. It was a step down 
from Administrative Director, but in stepping down to lend an assist to the Prep, 
Director Mangano has risen another rung in that ladder which leads to the 
Ultimate Administrator.

As the night wore on, Brother Felician 
addressed the Forum and proceeded to 
point out the importance of a college 
education. However, Brother also stres¬ 
sed the present and ever growing 
difficulty concerned with a college 
admission, and the importance of a 
student’s three year scholastic average. 
Moreover, he cautioned that all stu¬ 
dents should not go to college and that 
the students should not be pressed into 
either attending college or pursuing 
a field of concentration which does not 
appeal to him and furthermore, that a 
student should investigate the curric¬ 
ulum of a college rather than enter an 
institution because it happens to be a 
“name” school. 


The next speaker at the Forum was 
Mr. Paul Dolan, who acquainted the 
Seniors and their parents with the cost, 
curriculum, location and size of Saint 
Francis College (Brooklyn). At the 
conclusion of Mr. Dolan’s talk, the 
session in the gym was followed by a 
series of personal interviews with the 
representatives of the various Colleges, 
who were situated throughout the school 
building, thus making it possible for 
the representatives to address a smaller 
group and answer questions pertinent 
to a particular college. The main floor 
was taken up with the military acad¬ 
emies while the remaining colleges were 
housed in other rooms on the second 
and third floors.

Scientists 

On October 28, a group of 
Seniors and Juniors were privi¬ 
leged to visit Brookhaven Na¬ 
tional Laboratory, which is situ¬ 
ated in Upton, Long Island. 
This laboratory serves as the 
center of Nuclear Research and 
Development under contract 
with the Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission. This trip was sponsored 
by the Galvani Society of the 
Prep. 

At Brookhaven, the students were 
invited to inquire about and observe 
the many new facilities which add to 
the funds of knowledge in such fields 
as physics, chemistry, biology, med¬ 
icine and engineering. Here are found 
some of the most brilliant men of 
science. During the guided tour the 
guests were shown models of various 
pieces of equipment, were told how 
they functioned, and what ends they 
served. In addition, movies were shown 
to clarify some of the more complex 
instruments such as the huge nuclear 
reactors used in the bombardment of 
elements. Such an instrument has enor¬ 
mous value in the field of medicine, 
in medical research, where it is used 
for the investigation and treatment of 
a wide variety of diseases. It also has a 
place of importance in the field of 
physics where it is used in the study 
of substances. 

Thus with this the students received 
a broader view and a clearer under¬ 
standing of the field of nuclear re¬ 
search which is a gigantic block in the 
present building of scientific knowl¬ 
edge.

The Terrier eleven was sluggish in 
moving the ball through the first half, 
but came alive in the second half behind 
quarterback Bill Andrejko. Bill, who 
flipped a pair of scoring passes in the 
first half, moved the team quickly in 
the fourth stanza. Fulback Ed Fabre 
smashed over for a touchdown in the 
last eight minutes for the winning 
difference. Driving for a last minute 
score, the Mounties’ vaunted offense 
was bolted by a key interception by 
Frank O’Neill.

To First Season Win 

Prep Upsets Hayes 38-36 

Oct. 29, Boys High Field—Saint Francis Prep played host to 
Cardinal Hayes High School here today in the first home game 
of the year. The Little Terriers, displaying their offensive power 
for the first time, squeezed by the Hayes eleven by a score of 
38-36 for their first victory of the year, after a loss and two ties. 

After receiving the opening kickoff, Hayes struck paydirt on the first play 
from scrimmage. Quarterback Keating lofted a 47 yard scoring pitch to Halfback 
Harbron, the conversion attempt failed. With possession of the ball for the first 
time in the game the Terriers proceeded to march 73 yards to a touchdown. The 
drive was climaxed by a screen pass from Quarterback Bill Andrejko to Halfback 
Charlie Krpata covering 26 yards for the score. Andrejko then hit Tom Bongiorno 
for the two point conversion. Hayes added another tally late in the first quarter 
on an 85 yard pass play to take a 14-8 lead. 

In the second period, alert lineman 


Dominic Indindoli intercepted a Keat¬ 
ing pass on the Hayes 26. Two plays 
later Andrejko tossed a 26 yard pass 
to Jim Brolley in the end zone for a 
touchdown. Andrejko added two con¬ 
version points by skirting end to make 
the score 16-14 in favor of Saint 
Francis. The Terriers added another 
score before the half ended as Quarter¬ 
back Bill Andrejko lofted a pass to end 
Jim Brolley in the end zone. 

After receiving a Hayes fumble, 
Saint Francis marched to their fourth 
touchdown with fullback Ed Fabre bully¬ 
ing over from the 2 yard stripe. Quar¬ 
terback Andrejko again added to the 
conversion points. Saint Francis now 
held a commending 30-14 lead. 
Cardinal Hayes tough gridmen, how¬ 
ever, came storming back to knot the 
score at 30 all. A determined Bill 
Andrejko climaxed a magnificent after¬ 
noon by pitching his third touchdown 
pass to Jim Brolley. Frank O’Neill, who 
was used as a flanker back in today’s 
game, chipped in with the two con¬ 
version points. Hayes managed to 
score again, but their Halfback Sim- 
monds was stymied trying for the con¬ 
version points.
